But in 
the ſecond, and fourth weekes of the Moone, intern all Guacna- 
tions, becauſe the very ſpirit and life reſteth in the Blood, aud that 
fs the chiefeſt Humoꝛ in mans body: Foz, In Vrinis, Sanguis eſt 
fundamentum caloris naturalis, in quo calor naruralis confortatur. 
Therefoze it ought not to be let out, but vpon great occaſion, and 
ſound aduice of ſome learned Phiſitian: foz otherwiſe it may 
make a way to many griuous Jnfirmities. , | 3 

And as conteruing Letiing of Blood, J ſay, ifit be foꝛ the Peftt- 
lente, hzeuſte, Plureſic, Dquinancie, foz a continuall burning 
Ague, a continuall oz great Yeadath pzoceeding of Choler, oz hot 
faperfinons Blood: oꝛ foꝛ amy extreame paint cauſed hy Heate, 
Chaler, oꝛ ſuperfluitte of Blood.
